This fast moving Vietminh 
foxce, described os numbering 
ubout 10,000 in Friday’s French 
communique, is the eastern 
prong of a new three-pronged 
Communist offensive biting into 
the State from Tonking.

epilepsy can be adequately con- 
trolled when the proper medicine 
is given. : 

.. When a child has 2 convulsion, 
the ‘parent can help the physiclan 
by describing the details of the: 
convulsion trom beginning to 
end, Often no one else is around 
at the tlme to watch, and the 
doctor . may-arrive after 
convulsion is over, 

The greatest help In discover- 
ing the cause of a convulsion fs 
an instrument known as_ the 
elcotro-enoaphalograph, or EEG. 
This instrument gives a picture of 
the electrical brain waves which 
generally reveal the type of 
epilepsy present. The EEG is of 
particular value because {t can 
detect types ‘of epilepsy which 
produce no seizures. ° 

. Types of Epilopsy 

For example, in one type the 
child suddenly forgets everything 
and gets a blank stare for ao few 
seconds or minutes. Nodding 
spasms, in which the. child just 
nods his head, mark another lype 
of epilepsy that can be detected 
with this Instrument. 

When a child's fever goes. pust 
103 or 104 degrees, there is grave 
danger of Irritation to the braln. 
It seems that fever speeds up 
metabolism and brings on a von- 
vulsion in. those children: who 
have a tendency toward convul- 
sions, Usually when the 
temporature is lowered, the 
convulsion disappears. 

Every method must be used to 
reduce’ the fever. Alcohol 
sponges, plus n cool 
enema will usually bring the 
temperature down und stop the 
convulsion, Drugs, such as 
sedatives that prevent convul- 
siuns, must. be used in many 
cases along with. other. treat- 
ments. é 

Children who have convulsions 
from fever tend to have them 
again if they develop a high fever 
atn later time, For this reason, 
many doctors give these children 
small ‘doses of sedative drugs 
several times a day when they 
have any disease which may Rive 
them a_fever, : 

‘Drugs Continued 
_ After’ a convulsion, it is often 
desirable not to cut off treat- 
ments at. once. When certain 
drugs have been. found effective, 
it is usually better to continue 

them for a year or 50. .
